Sir  and  Dear  Brother: 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Report  of  the  Councils  and 
Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  within  the  Cir¬ 
cumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the  year  1883. 

Our  report  for  1882  was  dated  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1883,  and 
the  fact  that  this  report  is  dated  one  month  earlier  is  due  to  the 
activity  of  the  Officers  of  Councils  and  Conferences,  for  which  activ¬ 
ity  we  return  our  thanks.  It  is  possible  that  delay  on  our  part 
would  result  in  our  receiving  and  reporting  the  returns  from,  not  to 
exceed,  four  Conferences,  but  we  think,  that  in  justice  to  those  which 
have  so  promptly  remitted  their  reports,  there  should  be  no  further 
delay. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-four  (254)  Conferences  are  named  in  this 
report.  Of  this  number,  two  hundred  and  ten  (210)  are  united  by 
Particular  Councils,  and  forty-four  (44)  are  Isolated  Conferences. 

The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the  reports  from  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  (235)  Conferences.  Last  year  two  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  (239)  reported.  Of  the  Conferences,  which  have  not 
reported,  twelve  (12)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils,  and  seven 
(7)  are  Isolated. 
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During  the  year  1883  seven  (7)  Conferences  were  aggregated. 
They  are  as  follows:  Immaculate  Conception,  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Particular  Council  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island;  St.  Cecilia, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  New  York,  New 
York;  Corpus  Christi  and  St.  A?m,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Particular  Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland;  All  Saints  and  Holy 
Name,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Chicago, 
Illinois;  and  Sacred  Heart ,  of  North  Temiscal,  California. 

Five  Conferences  make  their  first  reports:  St.  Ignatius,  City  of 
New  York,  New  York;  St.  Stanislaus,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania; 
St.  Pius,  Baltimore,  Maryland;  St.  Procopius ,  Chicago,  Illinois;  and 
St.  Michael,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 

The  names  of  three  Conferences  have  been  omitted  in  this  report: 
St.  Mary,  Rondout,  New  York;  St.  Bridget,  Rochester,  New  York, 
and  Si.  Mary,  Auburn,  New  York.  These  are  Isolated  Conferences. 


Returns  of  1882  and  1883  Compared 


In  our  report  for  1882,  we  stated  (page  13)  that  the  reports  of  the 
twenty-eight  Conferences  of  Boston  included  the  works  of  fifteen 
months,  ending  December  31,  1882.  This  circumstance  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  comparing  the  returns  of  the  years  1882 
and  1883.  Therefore,  making  the  deductions  from  the  returns  for 
1882,  which  are  mentioned  below  in  the  report  from  Boston,  they 
compare  with  those  of  1882  as  follows:

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  our  report  for  the  year  1877,  we  said: 

“  The  reports  made  to  this  Council  from  the  Councils  and  Conferences  through¬ 
out  its  widespread  Circumscription,  would  be  an  interesting  and  a  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  source  of  information  to  all  who  aie  interested  in  statistical  questions,  and, 
especially,  those  which  relate  to  the  classes  of  society  which  are  known  as 
“  poor.”  The  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  knows  the  wants  of  the  poor,  and 
discriminates  between  general  almsgiving,  and  that  which  tends  to  assist  and 
encourage  the  worthy  poor.  It  is  the  worthy  poor  who  are,  at  the  same  time,  its 
beneficiaries  and  instructors.  Yet,  its  opportunities  and  capacity  to  know  and  to 
judge  the  poor  of  every  class  make  its  experiences  valuable  to  all  those  who  are 
interested  in  the  questions  which  have  been  mentioned.” 

In  1883  there  was  a  marked  depression  in  business  affairs  through¬ 
out  the  country.  “  The  times  were  dull,”  and,  it  may  be  added,  the 
same  state  of  affairs  continues.  The  result  was  that  there  was  much 
want  of  employment  on  the  part  of  those  whose  labor  is  their  sole 
capital.  Our  returns  are  in  accord  with  that  result.  Our  members 
found  more  opportunities  for  work  among  the  poor,  and  their 
receipts  and  expenditures  were  in  excess  of  those  of  1882.  They 
could  not  increase  their  own  contributions,  but  they  were  able,  by 
means  of  the  generosity  of  the  friends  of  the  Society,  whose  dona¬ 
tions  amounted  to  $22,457,  the  collections  in  the  churches,  which 
reached  the  large  sum  of  $37,124,  and  by  “sundries”  amounting  to 
$40,424,  to  meet  all  the  demands  which  were  made  upon  them  with¬ 
out  materially  diminishing  their  reserve  fund.  But  for  two  circum¬ 
stances  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  would  have  been  very  much 
more  suffering  among  the  poor.  The  agricultural  products  of  the 
country  were  abundant,  food  was  cheap  and  the  dullness  of  the 
times  tended  to  diminish  consumption  and  to  make  prices  lower. 
Further  than  this,  the  products  of  the  manufactories  of  almost  every 
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kind  were  in  excess  of  the  demand,  and,  therefore,  there  was  a 
reduction  in  the  prices  of  all  such  products. 

Concerning  the  reports  we  should  not  omit  to  say  that  a  few  of 
them,  and,  fortunately,  but  very  few,  are  defective.  It  will  be  seen 
that  some  Conferences  fail  to  make  returns  of  “collections  at  meet¬ 
ings,”  as  required  by  the  25th  Rule.  Some  did  not  keep  full 
records  of  the  number  of  visits  made  to  the  poor,  and  we  have  deemed 
it  proper,  in  two  or  three  cases,  to  call  attention  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Rules  and  Notes  that  every  family  in  the  relief  roll  should  be 
visited  at  least  once  in  each  week.  With  these  exceptions  the 
reports  are  entirely  satisfactory. 


The  Golden  Jubilee  of  the  Society. 

A  Circular  Letter  was  addressed  by  you  to  the  Conferences  of 
France  and  other  countries,  and  expressed  the  wish  that  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Society,  which  would  occur  in 
the  early  months  of  1883,  should  be  celebrated,  everywhere,  by  relig¬ 
ious  ceremonies  and  other  observances  appropriate  to  the  occasion. 
At  a  later  date  a  programme  of  the  Triduum  to  be  held  in  Paris  in 
commemoration  of  the  anniversary  reached  us. 

Pursuant  to  the  request  contained  in  the  letter,  the  Superior 
Council  issued  a  circular,  dated  March  8,  1883,  to  the  Presidents  of 
Councils  and  Conferences  within  its  Circumscription,  in  which  were 
stated  the  substance  of  the  communications  from  Paris,  and  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  the  celebration  which  the  Superior  Council  had  adopted 
for  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  programme  was  based  upon  that  which  was  to  be  followed  in 
Paris,  and  it  requested  the  Councils  and  Conferences  within  the 
Circumscription  to  conform  to  it,  if  possible. 

We  are  much  pleased  to  state  that  your  request  met  with  a  hearty 
response  in  both  sentiment  and  deed.  The  well  known  and  signifi¬ 
cant  phrase — Cor  unum  et  anima  una — took  an  external  form  of 
expression.  With  very  rare  and  excusable  exceptions,  the  Councils 
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and  Conferences  celebrated  the  jubilee,  and  it  is  agreeable  to  know, 
as  it  will  be  pleasing  to  remember,  that,  throughout  the  Circum¬ 
scription  in  all  its  wide  dimensions,  generally  on  the  same  days,  and 
almost  at  the  same  hours,  or,  rather,  as  the  hours  moved  from  East 
to  West,  Masses  of  Thanksgiving,  for  the  souls  of  the  departed  and 
for  future  graces,  were  celebrated,  with  many  communions,  and  that 
the  members  assembled  to  listen  to  sermons  and  addresses  and  to 
receive  the  Benediction  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  A  condensed 
statement  of  all  which  has  been  sent  to  us  in  pamphlets,  newspaper 
reports  and  manuscripts,  concerning  the  celebration,  would  be  both 
impracticable  and  unsatisfactory.  To  set  them  forth  at  length  would 
require  us  to  publish  a  volume.  This  is  not  in  our  power.  More¬ 
over,  the  printed  reports  have  been  already  widely  circulated 
throughout  the  Circumscription.  We  are,  therefore,  obliged  to  limit 
ourselves  to  saying  that  your  wishes  were  fully  realized,  and  that,  if 
we  refer  to  the  subject  hereafter,  it  will  be  because  in  some  places 
the  celebration  had  exceptional  results. 


THE  LOCAL  WORKS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

There  are  reports  from  twenty-four  Conferences  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  city.  We  think  that  this 
is  the  first  occasion  when  any  Conference  has  ever  failed  to 
report.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  two,  if  not  three,  of  the  four 
Conferences,  which  did  not  report,  will  be  again  actively  engaged. 

The  printed  report  for  1882  gave  returns  for  fifteen  months  from 
twenty-seven  Conferences,  to  which,  in  our  own  statistics,  we  added 
the  returns  from  one  Conference  which  were  subsequently  received. 
We  make  the  same  change  again  in  order  to  present  a  comparison 
between  the  two  years. 

We  extract  from  the  printed  report  of  the  Council  (making  the 
change  mentioned)  as  follows: 

“  In  making  a  comparison  of  the  last  two  years’  work  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  figures  of  1882  represent  fifteen  months,  and  to  equalize  them,  the  last 
quarter  of  1881,  as  follows,  should  be  deducted:  Families  added  to  relief  rolls, 
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434,  comprising  1,451  persons;  visits  made,  5,344;  receipts,  $3,773;  expenditures, 
$4,678.  With  this  explanation  the  following  brief  summary  can  be  easily  com¬ 


pared:

It  appears  from  the  above  that  our  present  report  shows  an  increase  of  families 
aided,  a  loss  in  visits  made  and  in  receipts  and  expenditures.  The  quarterly 
returns  show  that  there  was  expended  in  relief  in  the  months  of

The  membership  and  average  attendance  are  the  lowest  we  have  reported  for 
several  years,  and  for  the  last  four  years  both  have  been  gradually  dropping.  The 
lowest  per  cent,  given  by  a  Conference  is  fifty-four,  which  calls  for  attention. 

An  improvement  in  the  attendance  at  Particular  Council  meetings  has  taken 
place,  the  average  for  the  last  year  being  forty-four  per  cent.,  and  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  table  the  attendance  of  each  Conference  may  be  noted,  the  record  of  ten  meet¬ 
ings  having  been  kept. 
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(The  attendance  in  18S2  was  thirty-five  per  cent.,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  note  the  marked  improvement. — Superior  Council.) 

The  report  expresses  a  regret  that  the  attendance  at  the  quarterly 
Masses  and  meetings,  as  well  as  at  the  Annual  Retreat,  was  quite 
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small,  and  stated  that,  while  there  may  be  good  reasons  for  a  small 
attendance  at  the  Masses,  such  as  work  in  the  churches  and  con¬ 
nection  with  “  Sodality,  Temperance  and  other  Societies  belonging 
to  the  Church,  all  of  which  offer  opportunities  for  edification,  of 
which  men  are  free  to  avail  themselves,”  such  reasons  do  not  hold 
good  for  the  evening  services.  Concerning  the  Retreat  it  says: 

“The  failure  to  appreciate  such  a  rare  spiritual  freat  must  be  charged  to  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  practical  nature  of  these  exercises.  A  little  enthusiasm  should  be 
awakened  by  the  Presidents  on  such  occasions;  or,  what  would  be  better,  a  word 
solicited  from  the  Spiritual  Director,  with  greater  propriety  and  more  satisfactory 
results.  These  suggestions  apply  to  the  four  festivals  of  the  Society,  and  can  be 
made  to  bear  fruit.” 

(These  remarks  are  worthy  of  consideration  in  many  cities  through¬ 
out  the  Circumscription. — Superior  Council). 

A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  celebration  in  Boston  of  the  Golden 
J  ubilee  was  sent  to  Madame  Ozanam.  A  translation  of  her  letter, 
which  was  received  in  acknowledgement,  forms  a  part  of  the  report, 
and  we  think  it  well  to  repeat  it. 

“  Ecully-Rhone,  October  29,  1883. 

Sir — While  on  a  visit  to  my  son-in-law  and  daughter  near  Lyons,  I  received 
the  Report,  accompanied  by  the  esteemed  letter  you  so  kindly  sent  me,  and  for 
which  I  thank  you  exceedingly. 

I  am  very  deeply  impressed,  sir,  with  all  you  say  of  my  dearly  beloved  hus¬ 
band  in  your  report  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  celebration  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul,  and  nothing  could  be  more  grateful  to  me  than  to  know  that  he  is  so  well 
appreciated,  and,  I  may  say,  so  beloved  in  your  great  and  beautiful  country. 

I  already  love  America  very  much,  as  my  deceased  mother  was  an  American; 
but  now  I  am  more  than  ever  attached  to  it,  on  account  of  its  admiration  for  my 
husband.  Everything  that  makes  him  better  known,  and  his  name  venerated, 
increases  my  happiness.  I  noticed  with  great  pleasure  that  you  quoted  from  his 
letters,  and  I  wish  very  much  to  have  published  a  translation  of  them  in  your 
language  in  order  to  popularize  his  exalted  and  Christian  sentiments.  You  have, 
perhaps,  read  his  life,  written  in  English,  by  Miss  O’Meara,  which  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  America.  *  *  * 

Accept,  sir,  my  most  sincere  thanks,  with  the  expression  of  my  highest  regard. 

Amelie  Ozanam.” 

Concerning  a  Special  Work,  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes, 
substantially,  as  follows: 

“  The  Society,  anxious  to  inaugurate  some  new  work  in  commemoration  of  the 
Golden  Jubilee,  resolved  to  attempt  to  organize  a  Sunday-school  for  the  boys  in 
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the  City  Penal  Institutions  on  Deer  Island,  situated  in  the  harbor,  about  five  miles 
from  the  City.  These  boys  are  sent  there  by  the  courts  in  punishment  for  tru¬ 
ancy  and  minor  offences’  for  terms  ranging  from  six  months  to  several  years. 
Until  three  months  since  they  had  been  obliged  to  attend  the  services  conducted 
by  the  Protestant  minister,  the  regular  Chaplain  of  the  prison,  a  rule  which  is  no 
longer  in  force,  and  also  had  the  privilege  of  going  to  Mass  on  Sunday. 

The  petition  of  our  Society,  that  we  might  be  allowed  to  visit  the  Prison  and 
give  instruction  in  the  Catechism  to  the  Catholic  children,  was  duly  considered 
and  granted  by  the  proper  authorities,  and,  on  account  of  the  distance  of  the 
Island  from  the  city,  they  kindly  placed  at  our  disposal  one  of  the  city  steamers, 
thus  removing  what  it  was  feared  might  be  a  very  great  obstacle  to  our  success. 

A  corps  of  teachers  was  soon  organized,  and  the  first  visit  was  made  on  Sunday, 
the  14th  of  October,  1883.  The  children  were  divided  into  classes  and  provided 
with  Sunday-school  manuals,  and  the  regular  exercises  commenced,  consisting  of 
catechism,  recitation,  singing  of  hymns  and  instruction,  by  the  Catholic  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  Fr.  Brie,  S.  J. 

These  exercises  have  been  repeated  every  Sunday,  and  the  same  number  of 
teachers  continue  to  attend.  A  special  musical  entertainment  was  provided  for 
Christmas  Day,  to  which  all  the  children,  Protestant  as  well  as  Catholic,  were 
admitted,  gifts  of  books  and  confectionary  being  provided  for  all. 

The  Sunday-school  has,  so  far,  been  productive  of  very  encouraging  results  in 
the  religious  education  of  the  children,  and  in  providing,  through  the  efforts  of 
individual  teachers,  for  the  care  of  homeless  boys  after  their  discharge,  a  branch 
of  the  work  in  which  it  is  expected  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the  local  Con¬ 
ferences. 

The  number  of  boys  attending  school  is  200,  and  the  number  of  teachers  13.” 

'The  Particular  Council  received  $408.69,  and  expended  $431.03. 

PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  eight  of  the  nine  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city. 

The  Council  received  $78.71  and  disbursed  $54.80. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows: 

By  the  reports  of  the  Conferences  it  will  be  seen  that  the  works  and  member¬ 
ship  have  been  extended.  The  increase  in  membership  is  forty-six,  in  the  receipts 
$1,547.56,  and  in  expenditures  $934.48.  *  *  *  In  the  last  report  of  the  Coun¬ 

cil  mention  was  made  of  the  assistance  of  the  ‘  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor’  in  tak¬ 
ing  charge  of  aged  persons.  A  new  home,  recently  erected  in  the  neighboring 
town  of  Pawtucket  for  them  by  a  charitable  gentleman  of  Providence,  will  enab^* 
this  institution  to  further  relieve  the  Society  from  the  care  of  persons  advanced  in 
years,  who  are  forced  to  depend  on  charity,  but  who  will  not  go  to  the  State  C  tari- 
table  Institutions.  I  note  one  special  case  which  was  under  the  care  of  the  Con- 
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ference  of  t lie  Immaculate  Conception.  A  family,  consisting  of  a  mother  and 
five  children,  came  to  this  city  from  Ireland.  The  mother  died  about  a  year  after 
her  arrival,  and  the  children,  thus  left  alone,  were  visited  and  encouraged  by  the 
Conference.  Three  of  them  were  working  and  doing  well  under  the  charge  of  the 
eldest  boy,  sixteen  years  of  age,  until  the  eldest  girl,  fourteen  years  of  age,  was 
taken  sick  with  typhoid  fever.  A  charitable  young  lady,  who  took  care  of  the 
girl,  and  of  the  boy,  also,  who  was  taken  sick  with  the  same  disease,  fell  a  martyr 
in  her  care  of  them,  and  received,  we  trust,  a  just  reward  for  her  sacrifice.  The 
boy  died  and  was  buried  by  the  Conference.  The  girl  and  two  other  children, 
who  were  also  taken  sick,  recovered.  The  girl  was  placed  in  a  good  position,  the 
two  children  were  provided  with  Catholic  homes,  and  the  youngest  boy,  who 
escaped  the  fever,  was  placed  in  the  Catholic  Asylum.  I  may  say  that  the  differ¬ 
ent  Conferences  have  received  many  favors  from  the  members  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession,  both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  by  attendance  to  cases  for  the  Conferences 
without  charge.  The  members  of  the  Council,  with  scarcely  one  exception,  have 
been  very  attentive  at  its  meetings. 

The  Conferences  have  received  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  cash,  coal,  shoes, 
etc.” 

St.  Michael's  Conference  procured  furniture  for  a  family,  and  thus 
enabled  them  to  keep  house.  St.  Patrick's  Conference  and  St. 
Edward's  Conference  state  that  there  were  but  few  calls  from  the 
poor.  This  circumstance  is  due  to  peculiar  circumstances,  for  such 
was  not  the  case  in  the  experience  of  other  Conferences. 


NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT. 

We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  note  the  absence  of  the  report  of  St. 
John  s  Conference.  It  has  been  revived,  and  promises  to  report  for 
1884. 

The  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council  and  the  General 
Meetings,  and  the  reports  made  at  such  meetings,  were  generally 
satisfactory. 

The  Council  has  no  Special  Works.  Its  receipts  were  $8.23  and 
its  disbursements  $7.45. 

The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  has  established  the  excellent 
custom  of  celebrating  its  Anniversary  by  a  social  meeting,  which  is 
attended  by  the  Spiritual  Director,  the  members  and  their  families. 
It  obtained  coal  from  the  public  authorities  for  families  who  would 
not  otherwise  have  received  such  supplies. 
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TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  nine  Conferences  of  this 
city. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  wrote,  when  remitting  the  reports, 
as  follows: 

“  From  them  you  wilL  see  that  our  Conferences  started  on  a  firm  basis,  with 
$676.78  on  hand,  in  January,  1883,  and,  although  t lie  sum  expended  exceeds  the 
amount  collected  during  the  year,  the  balance  of  January  1,  1884  was  still  suffi¬ 
cient  to  place  them  above  want.  The  sum  of  $1,678.66,  expended  during  the 
year,  is  quite  a  neat  sum  for  the  small  body  of  men  composing  the  Society  in  Troy. 
Our  loss  in  membership  during  the  year  is  quite  heavy,  but  we  hope  to  make  up, 
by  activity  among  the  remaining  members,  the  good  which  might  have  been 
done  by  those  who  have  left  our  ranks.  Five  of  our  members  were  called  to 
receive  the  reward  of  their  labors,  and  we  pray  that  they  may  enjoy,  with  St.  Vin¬ 
cent  de  Paul,  the  crown  for  which  we  all  look  from  our  Heavenly  Father  in  the 
life  beyond  the  grave.  The  Council  has  not  had  any  Special  Work  during  the 
year.  Its  Treasurer  reports  receipts  $18.39  and  disbursements  $50.75,  with  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $158.09.” 

St.  Marys  Conference  states  that,  during  the  winter,  there  was  a 
great  want  of  employment  for  workmen,  and  further,  that  the  Little 
Sisters  of  the  Poor  have  relieved  the  Conference  by  taking  to  their 
Home  many  old  people  who  had  been  o.n  the  relief  roll. 

St.  Joseph's  Conference  succeeded  in  placing  three  children  of  an 
unworthy  mother  in  the  Orphan  Asylumns. 


COHOES,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  three  of  the  four  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city.  St.  Peter  s  Confereiice  is  again  in  default.  There 
are  difficulties  connected  with  it  which,  we  think,  can  be  removed. 
The  Conference  is  composed  of  French  Canadians,  and  attends 
mainly  to  persons  of  that  class.  The  work  is  one  of  a  special 
character,  and  we  hope  that,  by  means  of  the  co-operation  of  the 
clergy  and  the  officers  of  the  Particular  Council,  it  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  fail.

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  reports  from  the  Council  and  seven  Conferences  of  this 
city.  The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $53.93,  and  its  disbursements 
$77.88. 

We  have  always  regarded  it  as  a  matter  of  course  that  everything 
connected  with  the  Society  in  this  city  will  be  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  such  is  the  case  in  this  instance.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an 
increase  in  almost  every  item  in  membership  and  works. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

"Our  Conferences  are  now  taxed  to  their  very  utmost  in  consequence  of  the 
severity  of  the  winter  and  alack  of  employment,  and  also  of  the  fact  that  through 
some  local  political  quarrel  the  usual  city  out-door  relief  has  been  cut  off.  No 
money  has  been  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and,  therefore,  our  poor  are  still 
more  dependent  on  our  little  resources.  However,  no  case  of  want  has  come  to 
our  notice  which  has  not  been  more  or  less  relieved.” 

The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  received  gifts  at  Christmas 
of  food  and  money,  which  enabled  it  to  supply  fifty  families.  We 
may  say,  here,  that  many  Conferences  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
by  means  of  similar  gifts,  cause  their  beneficiaries  to  participate  in 
the  festivities  of  Christmas. 

St.  Patrick's  Conference  writes:  “It  has  been  observed  that  the 
heads  of  families,  who  were  shiftless  and  intemperate,  have,  when 
visited  by  our  members,  become  thrifty  and  temperate,  and  many  are 
to-day  self-sustaining,  and  are  on  the  Roll  of  our  Subscribers. 
Children,  who,  before  our  visits,  neglected  to  attend  Sunday-school 
and  Mass,  have  attended  Sunday-school  regularly,  and  many  have 
made  their  First  Communion  and  been  confirmed.  We  have  paid 
the  tuition  at  a  Catholic  school  connected  with  St.  Patrick’s  Church 
of  over  fifty  children,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  them. 
They  have  received  religious  instruction  during  the  year,  and  many 
of  them  have  made  their  First  Communion.”  1  he  Conference  of  the 
Assumption  is  composed  of  French  Canadians,  and  works  efficiently 
among  that  class  of  the  population. 

SYRACUSE,  NEW  YORK. 

There'  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  three  Conferences 
■of  this  city.  The  Secretary  sends,  also,  an  exceedingly  well  prepared 
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report  which  was  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity  in 
charge  of  “  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum  and  House  of  Providence.”  Its 
receipts  were  $10,574,  and  its  disbursements  $0,608.96.  The  inmates 
of  the  Institution  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  twenty-six  adults  and 
ninety-one  boys. 

The  Secretary  writes  as  follows  : 

“  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  with  our  laboring  classes,  employ¬ 
ment  being  steady  and  wages  good.  Hence  the  calls  upon  our  Society  were  con¬ 
fined  almost  entirely  to  the  sick  poor,  the  infirm,  aged  and  the  orphans.  Our 
public  charities  (Catholic)  are  all  doing  good  work,  and  are  in  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition.  Catholic  attendance  is  provided  at  the  Prison  (Onondaga  County  Peniten¬ 
tiary),  and  the  State  Alms  House,  at  the  public  expense.  A  committee  of  gentle¬ 
men,  five-sixths  of  whom  are  Protestants  (or  at  least  non-Catholics),  raised  eleven 
thousand  dollars  during  the  year  1883,  in  order  to  enlarge  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital, 
owned  and  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Francis,  and  most  of  the  money  was 
contributed  by  themselves.”

“  You  will  see  from  these  reports  that  the  condition  of  our  Council  and  Conferen¬ 
ces  remains  much  the  same  as  last  year.  We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  report 
much  progress  in  the  formation  of  new  Conferences  and  other  contemplated  works, 
which,  owing  to  the  prolonged  absence  of  one  of  our  principal  officers,  have  been 
postponed  or  neglected.  However,  some  of  these  proposed  works  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  some  of  our  brothers,  and  will,  doubtless,  bear  good  fruit  during 
the  current  year. 


FRUITS  OF  THE  JUBILEE. 

Agreeably  to  your  suggestion  that  some  ‘  work,’  no  matter  how  small,  be 
instituted  in  the  year  of  this  jubilee,  many  of  our  Conferences  have  either  estab¬ 
lished  libraries  or  some  other  good  work,  which  may  in  time  assume  proportions 
that  will  prove  the  wisdom  of  your  suggestion. 

WORKS  OF  OUR  SOCIETY. 

An  analysis  of  the  financial  report  of  our  Particular  Council  will  show  that  our 
Treasurer  has  been  the  medium  through  which  many  charitable  and  zealous  friends 
and  brothers  of  our  Society  have  contributed  toward  the  maintenance  of  such  good 
works  as  the  Sacred  Heart  Society;  the  instruction  of  poor  Catholic  children  at 
the  County  Alms  House;  the  clothing  of  destitute  children  in  some  of  the  smaller 
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orphan  asylums,  and  other  good  works.  The  sums  are  not  large,  but  the  writer 
is  witness  to  the  zeal  and  modesty  with  which  these  charitable  acts  have  been  per¬ 
formed.  The  Conference  of  St.  Mary’s,  at  West  Hoboken,  still  continues  its 
weekly  visitation  at  the  County  Alms  House  to  assist  the  reverend  fathers  from 
the  Monastery  and  the  good  Sisters  from  St.  Peter’s  in  teaching  the  children, 
■comforting  the  aged  and  sick,  and  other  spiritual  and  corporal  works  of  mercy. 
The  report  of  this  Conference  also  shows  large  sums  expended  in  providing  Catho¬ 
lic  homes  and  instruction  for  poor  children.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  some  of  our 
brothers,  from  other  Conferences,  have  offered  to  relieve  the  brothers  of  St. 
Mary’s  in  theirgood  work  at  the  County  Alms  House,  but  the  latter  still  continue 
their  arduous  work,  modestly  stating  that  they  are  nearer  the  Alms  House  (some 
miles  distant)  and  continue  their  weekly  visitations  without  regard  to  the  weather. 

St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Bridget’s  Conferences  have  wisely  adopted  the  plan  of  buy¬ 
ing  their  groceries  in  bulk,  at  wholesale  prices,  which  is  a  great  saving  and  proves 
far  more  satisfactory.  Most  of  the  Conferences  are  animated  with  considerable 
zeal,  and  if  the  writer  had  been  in  Jersey  City  giving  proper  attention  to  his  duties 
and  the  necessary  encouragement  to  the  several  Conferences  and  works  of  the 
Society,  our  annual  reports  would,  doubtless,  have  shown  more  progress.  I  men¬ 
tion  this  fact  to  show  the  zeal  and  good-will  existing  among  our  brothers,  and  to 
place  the  responsibility  for  any  lack  of  progress  and  development  where  it  properly 
belongs.” 

In  our  opinion  no  one  will  join  the  worthy  President  in  the  criti¬ 
cism  which  he  makes  upon  himself.  We  know  that  his  private 
duties  are  many  and  onerous. 

The  Conference  of  St.  Paul  of  the  Cross  derives  much  aid  from  a 
Society  of  Ladies,  whose  object  it  is  to  supply  the  poor  with  clothing 
and  to  visit  them,  and  to  which  Society  all  applications  for  clothing 
are  referred. 

Si.  Bridget's  Conference  adopted  a  new  work  as  a  part  of  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Jubilee — that  of  giving  particular  attention,  in  the 
future,  to  the  boys  who  are  preparing  for  their  First  Communion. 


NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

The  reports  from  the  Council  and  six  Conferences  of  this  City 
are,  as  usual,  entirely  satisfactory.  The  average  attendance  of  mem¬ 
bers  was  nearly  two-thirds.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  reports  of  the 
Conferences  show,  in  the  aggregate,  an  increase  in  almost  every  item. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  that  the  Special  Works  at  the 
Jail  and  Alms  House  have  proceeded  as  heretofore,  and  receive  atten- 
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tion  with  regularity.  Concerning  St.  Vincent’s  Home  for  boys,  he 
says  : 

Thirty-two  boys  were  admitted,  19  were  discharged  or  left,  and  12  remained. 
The  modes  of  maintenance  were  $1.50  weekly  from  boys  when  they  could  pay  it, 
a  special  contribution  through  the  Conferences,  a  gift  of  $100  from  a  well  tried 
friend,  and  a  gift  of  $150  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop.  The  boys  are  under  the 
spiritual  guidance  of  one  of  the  priests  of  the  Cathedral  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
who  sees  that  all  of  them  go  to  Mass  every  Sunday,  and,  also,  to  confession  and 
communion  four  times  yearly.  All  attend  Sunday  School,  and  some  attend  instruc¬ 
tions  for  confirmation.  If  any  are  out  of  employment  we  endeavor  to  obtain 
employment  for  them.” 

The  Council  received  $20.43,  expended  $49.00,  and  had  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  $17.12.

The  Conference  of  St.  Stanislaus  was  established,  and  there  are 
reports  from  the  Council  and  twenty-seven  Conferences  of  this  City.

'The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  shows  that  he  received 
$904.07,  and  disbursed  $1,074.85. 

We  have  not  received  any  printed  report  from  Philadel¬ 
phia.  It  has  always  been  well  prepared  and  has  contained  much 
valuable  information,  of  portions  of  which  we  have  freely  availed 
ourselves.  The  reports  of  the  several  Conferences  are  generally 
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well  prepared.  As  is  natural,  they  are  of  various  degrees  of  merit, 
a  fact  which  is  sometimes  due  to  surrounding  circumstances.  But 
few  of  the  Conferences  report  any  matters  of  special  interest, hind  to 
such  matters  we  refer  briefly. 

The  Conference  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  writes  as  follows: 

“  A  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  last  year  was  a  more^earnest  effort  to 
persuade  some  of  the  poor  to  habits  of  temperance,  and,  though  no  remarkable 
results  have  been  effected,  yet,  at  least  a  dozen  persons  have  been^induced  to  take 
the  pledge  during  the  year.  *  *  *  A  novel  incident  was  that  of  a  poor  miner 

who,  having  lost  his  wife  at  Audenried,  came  with  his  five  children,  the  eldest 
thirteen  years  of  age  and  the  youngest  an  infant,  to  this  city  seeking  employment. 
Leaving  his  little  family  at  the  station  in  order  to  seek  accommodations  for  them, 
he  seems  to  have  continued  a  course  of  drinking,  which  he  began  on  the  way  here, 
so  that  in  a  short  time  he  lost  control  of  himself  and  totally  forgot  his  children, 
who,  after  remaining  two  days  at  the  station  without  protection,  were  taken  by  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  handed  over  to  some 
benevolent  Protestants,  who  transferred  them  to  several  places  and  then  placed 
them  in  the  ‘Sheltering  Arms,’  previous  to  distributing  them  among  various 
homes.  When  the  father  recovered  himself  he  was  filled  with  dismay  and  remorse, 
but,  on  his  inquiring  for  his  children,  information  as  to  their  whereabouts  was 
refused.  It  was  then  that  he  was  aided  by  a  member  of  the  Conference,  who, 
after  experiencing  many  refusals,  and  after  many  inquiries  and  much  patient 
searching,  discovered  the  children  and  returned  them  to  the  father,  who  seems  to 
have  been  not  a  bad  man  at  heart,  and  who  was  deeply  affected  at  meeting  his 
children  again.  lie  was  then  induced  to  take  the  pledge  and  was  sent  to  Tyrone 
County,  where  he  expected  employment.” 

7' he  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  writes: 

“A  poor  Catholic  woman  had  the  opportunity,  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  of 
placing  her  son  in  Girard  College,  where  he  would  be  deprived  of  what  he  stood 
much  in  need — good  Catholic  instruction.  When  the  matter  Vvas  reported  to  our 
Conference,  and  by  it  to  the  Rev.  Spiritual  Director,  we  were  instructed  to  make 
any  sacrifice  in  order  to  save  the  boy.  ;  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  a  few  of  our 
members  took  the  case  in  charge,  and  the  result  was  that  everything  was  made 
satisfactory  for  the  mother  and  her  son,  the  Conference  and  the  Spiritual  Director.” 

The  report  of  The  Conference  of  the  Gesii  might  serve  as  a  model. 
We  extract  from  it  as  follows: 

“  The  Conference  has  a  Mass  offered  on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month.  The 
majority  of  the  members  endeavor  to  attend  this  Mass  and  go  to  Ploly  Com¬ 
munion.  *  *  *  *  Inspired  by  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General 
Meeting  of  the  Council  General  at  Paris,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Golden  Jubilee, 
published  in  the  Bulletin  for  September,  1883,  this  Conference,  with  the  encourage- 
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ment  of  the  Rev.  Spiritual  Director,  organized  a  Junior  Conference  in  the  parish, 
which  chose  the  name  of  St.  Stanislaus  of  the  Gesu,  composed  of  forty-six  young 
men,  ranging  in  age  from  sixteen  and  upwards.  We  have  transferred  to  their  care 
the  Library  and  Reading-room  established  two  years  ago  for  their  use  and  benefit. 
We  are  under  the  impression  that  it  is  the  first  Conference  of  very  young  men 
organized  on  the  American  Continent,  but  we  hope  that  there  will  be  many  simi¬ 
lar  organizations  before  the  end  of  the  year  1884.” 

The  Conference  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  reports  that: 

“  The  Conference  has  divided  its  members  into  four  Committees.  First,  the 
Committee  on  Orphans,  who  visit  the  various  asylums  at  least  once  a  month. 
Second,  The  Work  of  St.  Martin’s,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Dorcas  Society, 
which  the  Committee  founded,  make  and  distribute  garments  of  all  kinds  to  those 
in  need.  Third,  the  Committee  on  Situations,  whose  duty  it  is  to  endeavor  to 
procure  work  for  those  who  are  able  to  work,  and  thus  relieve  the  Conference,  and 
Fourth,  the  Committee  on  Christian  Schools,  whose  object  it  is  to  ascertain  how 
many  Catholic  children  should  attend  school,  but  fail  to  do  so,  and  to  secure  the 
attendance  of  such  children  at  the  Parish  Schools.  The  Committee  works  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  Christian  Doctrine  Society,  which  has  charge  of  the  Sunday 
Schools.” 

(This  excellent  system,  it  should  be  said,  is  in  addition  to  the  ordi¬ 
nary  work  of  the  Conference  among  the  poor. — Superior  Council.) 

The  Conference  of  the  Annunciation  writes: 

4 4  Our  efforts  are  being  gradually  turned  toward  the  more  efficient  care  of  chil¬ 
dren .  Our  Spiritual  Director  insists  that  all  children  of  our  beneficiaries  come  to 
the  Parochial  School.  Books  and  clothing  are  furnished  them.  *  *  *  *  We 

still  feel  the  loss  of  our  President,  who  was  accidentally  killed  June  1st,  1883. 
With  the  Sacred  Heart  Sodality  he  had  been  to  Holy  Communion  a  few  hours 
before  his  death.” 

St.  James'  Conference  has  established  a  small  library  for  the  poor 
families  who  are  visited. 


BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

The  reports  of  the  Council  and  thirteen  Conferences  have  been 
received.  The  Co?iference  of  The  Pius  Memorial  Church  makes  its 
first  report. 
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The  Society  in  Baltimore  has  been  kept  employed,  and  that  it  has 
thoroughly  discharged  its  duty  is  shown  by  the  following  figures:

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  reports  the  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  as  being  $793.75  and  $605.17.  About  one-third  of  the  dis¬ 
bursements  was  on  account  of  the  Special  Work  which  will  be 
mentioned. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes: 

“Average  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council — 18.  *  *  The  average  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  quarterly  Holy  Communions — 90  Many  of  the  brothers  living  so  far 
from  the  Cathedral,  and  the  city  cars  not  running  at  that  early  hour,  go  to  Holy 
Communion  in  their  own  Parish  Churches.  Average  attendance  at  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  about  the  same  as  at  Communion  in  the  morning.” 

The  President  of  the  Council  says: 

“  As  to  the  work  and  condition  of  the  Conferences  I  refrain  from  making  com¬ 
parisons.  On  the  whole,  they  have  done  well,  and  I  think  are,  if  slowly,  yet 
surely,  improving  in  that  the  brothers  gradually  understand  and  realize  better  and 
better,  in  their  work,  the  true  genius  and  spirit  of  the  Society.  *  *  *  *  The 

reports  I  could  wish  to  be  fuller  of  statements  of  interesting  incidents  in  works  of 
true  charity,  a  defect  which  seems  to  be  general,  but  probably  only  a  defect  of 
statement  rather  than  of  showing  that  nothing,  beyond  what  the  statistics  present, 
has  been  done.  This  defect  I  hope  that  time  and  perseverance  will  rectify.  *  * 

*  *  The  report  of  the  Special  Work  of  the  Council  in  the  Penal  Institutions  of 

our  City  you  will  find,  I  hope,  interesting  again;  though  not  so  lengthy  as  before, 
the  report  shows  a  great  deal  of  that  true  charity  which  is  done  at  the  cost  of  self- 
sacrifice.  Many  more  good  and  interesting  results  have  followed  it  than  are 
stated  in  the  remarks,  and  I  think  that  such  will  continue  to  be  the  result  of  this 
noble  and  important  branch  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  in  our  City.”

“  The  four  Institutions  under  our  charge  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the 
year.  *  *  We  take  pleasure  in  testifying  again  to  the  good  will  shown  by  the 
authorities  in  all  these  Institutions.  There  has  not  been  one  cause  of  complaint 
during  the  year,  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  are  under  many  obligations  to  them  for 
kindly  attentions.  *  *  *  At  the  Penitentiary  some  more  liberty  has  been 

allowed  the  Priest  in  visiting  the  men  in  their  cells,  but  he  has  not  yet  that  free¬ 
dom  of  the  Institution  which  is  necessary  in  order  to  enable  him  to  find  that  large 
number  of  Catholics  who  never  attend  any  of  the  regular  services.  We  have 
enough  teachers  at  this  place  to  attend  to  its  present  needs.  At  the  Jail  there  are 
no  restrictions  put  upon  us,  but  the  short  terips  of  most  of  the  prisoners  there  ren¬ 
der  it  difficult  to  make  many  lasting  impressions,  at  least,  so  far  as  we  can  see. 
The  teachers  here  are  also  sufficient  for  most  Sundays.  At  Bay  View  (the  Alms 
House),  in  addition  to  our  regular  Sunday  visits,  we  have  made  arrangements  to 
have  at  least  one  brother  go  out  each  day  in  the  week.  This  was  found  to  be 
necessary,  because  a  man  who  might  be  seen  for  the  first  time  on  a  Sunday,  and, 
perhaps,  most  willing  to  listen  to  instructions,  would  be  dead  and  buried  by 
the  following  Sunday.  The  practice  has  worked  so  well  that  we  find  we  should 
have  twice  the  number  who  now  go  there.  At  the  house  of  Correction  more 
teachers  could  be  used  to  advantage,  but  the  greatest  want  is  for  a  Priest  who 
would  be  able  to  give  more  time  to  the  work  than  the  Parish  Priest  can  give  to  it. 
This  want  is  now  felt  at  all  these  places.  While  the  Clergy  of  the  Arch-diocese 
have  been  most  kind  and  self-sacrificing  in  sharing  in  this  work,  there  is  still 
something  wanting.  The  number  of  Catholics  in  these  four  Institutions  aggre¬ 
gate,  we  believe,  nearly  1,500  persons.  Their  religious  condition  is,  as  a  rule, 
most  deplorable;  their  intelligence  is  of  the  lowest  order,  and  their  physical  con¬ 
dition  often  irremediable.  They  would  be  more  than  enough  to  take  up  the 
undivided  time  of  the  most  zealous  of  priests.  To  flatter  ourselves  that  their  spir¬ 
itual  welfare  receives  full  attention  under  present  arrangements,  is  only  to  shut 
our  eyes  to  the  truth.  We  may  continue  to  sow  the  good  seed,  but  we  cannot 
expect  to  see  a  bountiful  harvest  until  these  cold  fields  are  warmed  into  fruitfulness 


by  the  daily  light  of  the  priestly  office.  The  good,  which  we  can  see  as  resulting 
fiom  such  a  service,  is  so  great  that  we  trust  that  the  means  to  secure  it  will  soon  be 
found.  The  library  at  the  Penitentiary  has  been  re-arranged  and  a  number  of 
volumes  added.  Libraries  have  also  been  started  at  the  House  of  Correction  and 
the  Jail,  and  are  well  used  by  the  prisoners.  *  *  *  The  Christmas  Mass  at 

the  Penitentiary  was  again  the  principal  feature  of  the  year.  Many  able  singers 
lent  their  voices  to  the  delight  of  the  prisoners,  and,  at  the  same  time,  added  dig¬ 
nity  to  the  service.” 

This  very  interesting  report  was  written,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Special  Work.  There  are 
now  22  members  of  the  Work,  who  meet  monthly  at  Loyola  College. 
It  has  its  own  Spiritual  Director  and  officers,  and  divides  its  mem¬ 
bers  into  four  committees  which  visit  the  Institutions  under  their 
charge. 


CITY  OF  WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

St.  Dominic’s  Conference,  which  suspended  operations  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1879,  was  reorganized  in  December,  1883,  and  all  the  former 
officers,  and,  with  two  exceptions,  the  former  members,  were  present. 
We  are  pleased  to  welcome  this  Conference  again. 

The  receipts  of  the  Particular  Council  were  $92.54,  and  its  dis¬ 
bursements  $70.43. 

The  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council  averaged  about  75 
per  cent.,  and  at  the  Masses  and  General  Meetings  about  70  per 
cent.  In  these  respects  the  Society  in  Washington  sets  an  example 
which  may  well  be  followed.

We  make  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Council  and  Con¬ 
ferences,  as  follows: 


“The  Faculty  of  Georgetown  College  still  continue  to  furnish  broken  vietuals 
from  the  College  tables  to  destitute  families  on  tickets  issued  by  the  Conference  of 
Holy  Trinity.  The  President  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Conference  reports 
the  case  of  a  person  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  who  had  been  out  of  the 
church  for  ten  years,  but  who  has,  by  the  instrumentality  of  the  visitor,  now 
become  reconciled,  and  is  preparing  for  death  under  charge  of  their  Spiritual 
Director.  Another  case  in  this  parish  worthy  of  mention,  was  that  of  a  poor 
woman  and  three  young  children,  who  were  regularly  attended  by  members  of  the 
Conference,  and  who  attended  the  mother  during  her  long  illness  with  every  care 
and  attention,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  and,  when  death  claimed  her,  good 
homes  were  provided  for  the  children  by  individual  members  of  the  Society. 

Some  of  our  Conferences  made  no  reports  of  their  works  outside  the  usual  rou¬ 
tine  of  visiting  and  relieving  the  poor  in  their  charge,  but,  from  verbal  reports 
received  at  the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Council,  a  great  deal  of  what  might  be 
called  Missionary  labor  has  been  done  in  reforming  the  unfortunate,  in  reconciling 
families,  and  making  others  more  attentive  to  their  religious  duties,  and  in  vari¬ 
ous  ways  promoting  the  practice  of  every  virtue.

The  usual  supplies  of  provisions  were  furnished  to  our  poor  at  Christmas,  and 
the  Conferences  continue  to  acknowledge  their  great  obligations  to  the  societies  of 
ladies  in  the  several  parishes,  who  have  co  operated  with  them  in  supplying  cloth¬ 
ing  to  those  who  are  in  need  of  it.” 


PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  reports  from  the  Council  and  three  of  the  four  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city.  The  increase  in  membership  and  the  works  of 
the  Society,  which  we  mentioned  in  our  report  for  1882,  continue. 
The  receipts  and  disbursements  are  nearly  one-third  greater  than  in 
1882.  The  Conferences  appear  to  be  working  well  and  in  harmony. 
Their  reports  are  correctly  prepared  and  were  promptly  sent  to  us. 
For  all  this  we  are  much  obliged.  The  Conferences  report  statistics 
merely,  without  mentioning  matters  of  an  exceptional  nature. 
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LOIISYILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

The  report  of  the  Council  is  accompanied  with  reports  from  all 
the  Conferences  of  the  city.  Thus,  the  omission  of  last  year  is  sup¬ 
plied.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  membership  and  in  most  of  the 
works  of  the  Society.  We  are  much  indebted  to  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Council  for  the  reports.  They  have  been  but  a 
short  time  in  their  respective  positions.  The  changes  in  the  officers 
resulted  in  a  tendency  to  irregularity  and  want  of  promptness  in 
some  of  the  Conferences,  but  this  tendency  seems  to  have  been 
checked  by  means  of  their  advice  and  assistance. 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $45.75,  and  its  disbursements 
$40.75.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  writes: 

“  Among  the  expenditures  of  the  Council  you  will  notice  the  purchase  of  prayer 
books  and  vestments  for  the  Altar.  The  ‘  City  House  of  Refuge  for  Boys,’  to 
which  admission  until  a  few  weeks  since  was  denied  the  Catholic  priest,  is  now 
open  to  him  by  the  voluntary  concession  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  that 
Institution.  The  Council  purchased  for  each  Catholic  inmate  a  prayer  book  and 
catechism,  and  a  complete  set  of  vestments  for  the  priest,  who  says  Mass  there 
every  Sunday.  The  meetings  of  the  Council  have  not  been  as  well  attended  as 
they  should  have  been,  but,  unfortunately,  on  every  night  upon  which  our  meeting 
was  to  be  held,  the  weather  was  exceedingly  inclement,  and  the  majority  of  the 
members  live  at  a  distance  from  the  place  of  meeting.  *  *  *  For 
three  years  in  succession  immense  floods  have  visited  this  city,  and  this  year 
it  was  higher  and  the  waters  remained  longer  than  was  ever  before  known  here. 
A  great  amount  of  suffering  was  the  result,  but  the  city,  aided  by  individual  and 
church  subscriptions,  has  been  able  to  relieve  all  distress.  Seven  members  of  the 
Cathedral  Conference  are  upon  the  City  Relief  Committee,  and  have  done  all  their 
work  inspired  by  the  noble  charity  and  zeal  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.” 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

The  Confere?ice  of  the  Nativity  of  this  city  fails  to  report.  It  is 
stated  that  the  difficulties  which  cause  its  embarrassment  maylbe 
overcome.  On  the  other  hand,  a  new  Conference,  that  of  St\  Proco¬ 
pius ,  makes  its  appearance.  It  is  composed  of  Bohemians ,  and  is 
the  first  Conference,  so  composed,  in  this  country. 
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The  statistics,  compared  with  those  of  last  year,  are  as  follows:

We  copy  portions  of  the  report  of  the  Council,  with  some  abbre¬ 
viations,  as  follows: 

“We  regret  tosay  that  the  attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Particular 
Council  is  not  such  as  we  would  wish  to  have  it;  and  this  is  generally  true  of  the 
Conferences  whose  officers  reside  nearest  to  our  place  of  meeting.  We  will  give 
the  attendance  of  the  officers  of  the  Conferences  at  the  meetings  of  the  Particular 
Council  for  the  year  without  further  comment. 

Holy  Family  and  St.  Mary’s,  each,  11  meetings;  St.  James’s,  10  meetings;  St. 
Gabriel’s,  9  meetings;  St.  Patrick’s,  8  meetings;  Sacred  Heart,  7  meetings;  St. 
Columbkill’s,  Annunciation  and  Holy  Name,  each,  6  meetings;  St.  Bridget’s  and 
St.  Pius’s,  each,  4  meetings;  St.  Stephen’s,  3  meetings;  and  All  Saints  absent  from 
two  meetings  since  its  aggregation.” 

*  %  *  *  * 

But  the  Superior  Council  is  pleased  to  quote  further: 

“  The  attendance  at  the  quarterly  Masses  and  meetings  average  about  seventy- 
five  per  cent.  We  regard  this  a  very  fair  showing,  as  several  of  the  Conferences 
are  located  four  and  five  miles,  sometimes  more  distant,  from  our  place  of  meeting. 
This  cannot  be  avoided,  as  we  hold  our  meetings  at  the  churches  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences  in  rotation;  even  from  a  central  point  the  distance  would  be  great  for  some 
of  our  members. 
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During  the  year  we  have  urged  upon  Conferences  the  importance  of  noting  any 
particular  incidents  that  might  come  under  their  observation,  that  others  might 
benefit  by  their  experience.  This  we  regard,  in  large  cities,  a  matter  of  great 
importance,  in  giving  direction  to  the  combined  efforts  of  all.  We  hope  in  the 
future  to  derive  good  results  from  this  movement,  by  stimulating  the  zeal  of  the 
brothers,  and  carefully  gathering  the  fruits  of  their  labor  and  experience. 

Six  Conferences  this  year  make  a  note  of  such  incidents;  we  are  satisfied  all 
might,  for  we  know  they  possess  both  zeal  and  experience. 

Holy  Family  Conference  reports:  ‘  Our  visitors  pay  special  attention  to  the  spir¬ 
itual  wants  of  the  poor,  and  more  particularly  to  the  children.  Through  the  energy 
of  our  Spiritual  Director  we  have  provided  homes  for  several  poor  children.’ 

St.  Patrick' s  Conference  reports:  ‘  Having  procured  transportation  for  indigent 
families  and  individuals  to  their  homes  and  friends  to  different  parts  of  the  country, 
and,  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Spiritual  Director,  have  procured  homes  in 
the  country  for  a  large  number  of  homeless  children — we  would  recommend  that 
the  Conferences  make  extraordinary  efforts  in  keeping  the  families  of  our  poor 
together  as  much  as  possible,  especially  during  the  winter  months,  for  experience 
teaches  that  once  they  are  driven  forth  it  is  hard  to  re-unite  them,  and  great  dan¬ 
gers  too  often  assail  the  young  and  unwary.’ 

St.  James'  Conference  reports:  ‘  Our  Conference  during  the  past  year  paid  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  providing  situations  for  our  poor,  also  procuring  proper  Catholic 
homes  for  four  destitute  children,  and  preparing  the  minds  of  two  poor  men  who 
had  neglected  their  religious  duties  for  years,  so  that  they  joyfully  consented  to 
send  for  the  priest  and  received  the  last  rites  of  the  Church.  We  are  materially 
assisted  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  in  procuring  garments  for  the  poor;  they 
invite  poor  girls  to  their  rooms,  teach  them  how  to  work,  and  donate  to  those  girls 
the  products  of  their  joint  labor.’ 

St.  Gabriel' s  Conference  reports:  ‘  That  they  received  from  the  local  authorities 
a  large  amount  of  fuel  and  provisions  for  their  poor,  and  provided  transportation 
for  several  families  to  their  friends.’ 

All  Saints’  Conference  reports:  ‘  Having  provided  for  a  non-Catholic  family  of 
seven  persons  during  part  of  the  winter,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  the  head  of 
the  family  on  his  dying  bed,  the  departing  father  exhorting  his  wife  and  children 
to  follow  his  example,  which  is  in  a  fair  way  towards  accomplishment,  as  the  good 
Sisters  have  charge  of  the  children.’ 

The  Holy  Name  Conference  reports:  ‘Giving  religious  reading  matter  to  the 
children  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  providing  proper  homes  for  two  children  who 
were  in  danger  of  losing  their  faith.’ 

The  Committee  on  Special  Works  reports:  ‘  Making  100  visits  to  the  jail,  hos¬ 
pitals  and  other  institutions,  distributing  1,800  papers,  magazines,  etc.’ 

We  would  further  note  that  all  the  Conferences  of  the  city  made  extraordinary 
donations  at  Christmas  to  their  poor  families. 
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The  close  of  the  year  finds  the  Conferences,  as  a  whole,  in  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion;  the  members,  as  a  rule,  being  actuated  with  an  earnest  desire  to  labor  in  and 
advance  all  works  tending  to  the  welfare  of  the  Society.” 

The  Particular  Council  received  $195.18,  and  disbursed  $204.75. 


DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  that  the  demands  upon  the 
Society  for  relief  are  small  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  poor  are 
relieved  in  most  of  all  their  wants  by  the  County  Officials.  He 
states  that  the  Council  had  secured  the  safety  of  a  girl  of  about  15 
years  of  age,  who,  when  quite  young,  had  been  abandoned  by  her 
father.  She  was  found  in  the  Mercy  Hospital  in  Dubuque,  and  it 
was  concluded  to  request  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  Chi¬ 
cago,  to  take  her  in  charge.  The  request  was  granted;  the  girl  was 
sent  to  Chicago,  and  was  safe  and  contented. 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $105.05,  its  disbursements  $81.00, 
and  there  was  a  balance  of  $434.25  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

vSV.  Raphael' s  Conference  states  that  the  attention  of  two  members 
was  called  to  the  condition  of  a  poor  widow  with  six  children.  The 
husband  and  father  had  died  suddenly  a  few  weeks  before,  leaving 
the  family  in  destitute  circumstances.  The  members  proposed  to 
find  homes  for  as  many  of  the  children  as  were  of  no  assistance  to 
their  mother.  To  this  she  consented,  though,  naturally,  with  reluc¬ 
tance.  Sometime  after,  the  members  found  a  prosperous,  farmer 
residing  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin  who  had  no  children,  and  whose 
wife  was  anxious  to  adopt  a  little  girl.  They  were  both  practical 
Catholics.  The  Conference  caused  one  of  the  children,  a  girl  eight 
years  of  age,  to  be  adopted  by  the  family.  She  had  found  a  good 
home,  was  loved  and  treated  by  the  farmer  and  his  wife  as  their  own 
child,  and  was  being  reared  in  the  Catholic  faith. 

(In  this  country  it  often  happens  that  the  children  of  Catholic 
parents,  by  reason  of  poverty,  sickness,  or,  even,  at  times,  worse 
causes,  are  separated  from  their  parents.  Others  are  left  orphans 
and  are  thrown  upon  the  world.  Would  that  in  all  cases,  as  in  this, 


those,  into  whose  custody  they  come,  would  have  a  care  that  their 
faith  be  preserved,  and,  particularly,  when  they  are  of  such  an  age 
that  they  have  a  desire  to  continue  in  the  faith  of  the  Catholic 
Church. — Superior  Council.) 

ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

St.  Michael's  Conference  appears  for  the  first  time.  Of  the  eight 
Conferences  already  existing,  three,  we  regret  to  state,  have  failed  to 
send  reports.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  has  made  unceasing 
efforts  to  secure  these  reports.  Indeed,  to  his  exertions  concerning 
all  the  reports,  those  of  the  Council  and  Conferences,  we  are  much 
indebted.  There  are  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Society  in  this  city 
and  those  which  are  near  it.  The  perseverance  of  the  officers  of  the 
Council,  which  we  are  assured  will  continue,  can  certainly  overcome 
them. 

It  is  pleasing  to  write  that,  under  these  adverse  circumstances,  the 
Society  more  than  maintains  its  former  position.  The  reports,  in  the 
aggregate,  show  an  increase  in  almost  every  respect. 

As  we  have  previously  stated,  the  Conferences,  which  are  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council,  are  in  five  separate  cities,  and,  natu¬ 
rally,  there  cannot  be  the  same  unity  of  action  which  is  found  where 
Conferences  are  bound  together  by  the  common  interest  of  one 
community. 

These  cities  are  St.  Paul,  St.  Anthony’s  Falls,  Hastings,  Stillwater, 
and  Minneapolis.  They  are  near  to  each  other,  and,  therefore,  it  is 
advisable  that  there  should  be  but  one  Council,  and  yet  they  are  so 
much  separated  that  each  is,  to  some  extent,  independent  of  the  rest. 
Under  these  circumstances,  special  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Council  and  Conferences  are  necessary. 

The  Secretary  writes  as  follows: 

“  The  Golden  Jubilee  was  observed  by  a  general  communion  of  the  members  of 
the  various  Conferences,  all  of  those  in  St.  Paul  receiving  in  the  Cathedral;  and  in 
the  evening,  at  the  same  place,  the  various  Conferences,  with  the  addition  of  their 
brethren  from  Minneapolis,  attended  Benediction  and  listened  to  a  discourse  deliv¬ 
ered  by  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Ireland,  who  is  Spiritual  Director  of  the  Council,  on  the 
work  and  objects  of  the  Society.  On  the  following  evening  most  of  the  members 
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of  St.  Paul  attended  a  banquet  at  Minneapolis,  to  which  they  were  invited  by  the 
Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.  This  was  a  most  enjoyable  entertain¬ 
ment;  the  fraternal,  kindly  spirit  of  the  Society  seemed  to  fill  all  hearts;  old  mem¬ 
bers,  connected  with  the  early  history  of  the  Society,  were  brought  together  again, 
and  very  pleasing  addresses  were  delivered  by  Bishop  Ireland,  Mr.  Anthony  Kelly, 
President  of  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  and  others.  The  Con¬ 
ferences  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  hold  regular  quarterly  General 
Meetings  according  to  the  Rule,  and  the  attendance  at  these  meetings,  owing  to 
special  efforts  made  for  the  purpose,  has  greatly  improved  of  late.  As  a  Special 
Work  for  the  Jubilee,  the  Council  has  succeeded  in  establishing  in  St.  Paul  a  House 
of  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  who  have  already  assumed  the  care  of  a  number  of 
old  infirm  poor  who  are  well  cared  for  by  the  good  Sisters.” 


ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

There  are  forty-four  Conferences  of  this  class  on  our  list,  of  which 
thirty-seven  make  reports.  None  of  them  are  situated  in  the  large 
cities  of  the  country,  and,  consequently,  they  are  not  called  upon  to 
deal  with  numerous  cases  of  destitution  as  a  constant  and  pressing 
feature  of  their  work.  We  cannot  do  better  than  repeat  the  language 
used  in  our  report  for  1883,  that:  “  Isolated  Conferences  stand  in 
an  exceptional  position,  and  there  is  no  basis  for  any  comparison 
among  themselves  or  with  the  Conferences  which  are  united  by  Par¬ 
ticular  Councils.  The  omission  by  us  to  mention  any  one  does  not 
imply  that  it  is  not  a  useful  branch  of  the  Society.  Some  of  them 
contend  with  obstacles;  others  can  find  but  little  work;  most  of 
them  do  not  enjoy  any  association  with  other  Conferences,  and  it  is 
creditable  to  all  that  they  continue  to  labor  in  their  respective 
spheres.” 

The  President  of  St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  1),  of  Portland,. 
Maine,  writes:  “We  have  been  obliged,  during  the  winter,  to  sup¬ 
port  three  families  who  were  sent  here  by  the  Emigrant  Pauper 
Fund  of  Ireland.  We  preferred  to  tax  our  limited  means  for  this 
purpose  rather  than  have  them  sent  back  to  the  poverty  and  destitu¬ 
tion  from  which  they  came,  and  trust  that  a  kind  Providence  will 
assist  us  to  place  them  beyond  want.  The  winter  has  been  very 
severe.  We  have  assisted  a  large  number  of  children  by  supplying 
them  with  shoes,  and  have  paid  the  board  of  four  old  and  destitute 
women  at  the  Old  Ladies’  Home  (Catholic),  in  Deering,  rather  than 
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have  them  close  their  eyes  for  the  last  time  in  a  poor  house.  If  the 
liquor  trafic,  that  fruitful  source  of  four-fifths  of  our  poverty,  wretch¬ 
edness  and  crime  were  exterminated,  the  number  of  those  depend¬ 
ent  upon  us  would  be  materially,  if  not  wholly,  decreased.”  The 
President  of  The  Conference  of  St.  Mary ,  Star  of  the  Sea  (No.  4),  of 
Beverly,  Mass.,  writes:  “  We  find  that  the  more  we  visit  our  poor 
and  talk  with  them  we  can  create  a  spirit  of  self-support.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  poor  learn  from  this,  and,  when  we  find  the.  i  so  inclined, 
we  assist  them  to  carry  out  their  desires  in  this  direction.  With  a 
good  Catholic  education  our  young  persons  would  be  more  easily 
managed  and  become  more  self-supporting.”  The  President  of  St. 
Patrick's  Conference  (No.  7),  of  Chicopee  Falls,  Mass.,  writes: 
“  Besides  the  relief  of  the  poor  the  Conference  does  good  in  helping 
toward  the  instruction  of  youth  in  Christian  Doctrine,  in  looking 
after  the  erring  ones  and  in  advising  them  to  return  to  the  practice 
of  their  religious  duties.  In  a  word,  our  Conference  is  truly  an 
influence  for  good  in  this  parish.  All  honor  is  due  to  our  good 
pastor  and  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph.”  St.  Johns  Conference  (No.  8), 
of  Worcester,  Mass.,  shows  a  large  average  attendance.  It  has 
organized  a  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Society,  which  assists  the  Conference 
greatly,  and,  especially,  among  persons  who  are  diffident  in  express¬ 
ing  their  wants  to  members  of  the  Conference.  St.  Ann's  Conference 
(No.  9),  of  the  same  city,  also  shows  a  fine  average  attendance  and 
is  working  efficiently.  We  mention  together  St.  Mary's  Conference 
(No.  10),  and  The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  (No.  14), 
both  of  Fall  River,  Mass.  They  are  the  survivors  of  five  Confer¬ 
ences  which  formerly  existed  in  that  city.  The  other  three  we  retain 
upon  our  list  mainly  in  the  hope  that  the  influence  and  example  of 
the  Conferences,  which  we  have  named,  will  be  the  means  of  their 
resuscitation.  We  point  to  their  excellent  average  attendance  and 
the  other  items  of  their  reports.  St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  15), 
of  Valley  Falls,  R.  I.,  and  St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  16),  of  Hart¬ 
ford,  Conn.,  show  a  good  average  attendance.  St.  Joseph' s  Cojiference 
(No.  19),  of  Yonkers,  New  York,  reports  that  it  ascertained  that  there 
was  no  place  to  which  neglected  Catholic  children  could  be  sent 
except  to  a  non-Catholic  Institution  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State,  and  that,  therefore,  arrangements  had  been  made  to  send  them 
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to  an  institution  at  Peekskill  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity. 
It  also  states  that  it  had  taken  the  usual  precaution  to  look  after 
children  who  were  unable  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  had  had 
success  in  the  matter.  The  members  of  St.  Augustine  s  Conference 
(No.  20),  of  Lansingburg,  New  York,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  the  Spiritual  Director,  all  received  Holy  Communion  at  the 
time  of  the  Jubilee,  and  made  a  special  collection  for  the  poor. 
The  President  of  St.  Marys  Conference  (No.  22),  of  Amsterdam, 
New  York,  states  that,  in  the  absence  of  much  poverty,  the  Con¬ 
ference  undertook  to  do  what  it  could  in  other  directions,  and, 
with  this  view,  made  a  census  of  the  Catholic  population  of  the 
village  in  order  to  have  a  list  of  children  who  should  attend  Sunday 
school  and  Day  School,  and  of  persons  who  should  prepare  for  first 
communion  and  confirmation,  and  succeeded  so  well  that,  when  the 
Bishop  came  in  November,  twenty  adults  were  confirmed.  He 
mentions  a  somewhat  peculiar  incident  as  follows:  “On  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  the  8th  of  December,  (the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Con¬ 
ception)  a  man,  who  is  employed  upon  the  canal,  walked  into  a 
store  in  which  a  member  of  the  Conference  works,  and  said  :  ‘  I 
don’t  know  what  to  do  with  myself;  I  feel  lazy;’  the  brother  said, 

‘  come  to  Church  with  me  ;  this  is  a  Holy-day.’  He  objected,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  had  no  seat.  The  brother  offered  him  a  seat  and  induced 
him  to  accompany  him.  Next  week  he  sought  Father  Mclnrow  for 
instructions  and  is  now  a  good  Catholic.  He  had  not  been  to 
confession  for  eight  years.”  The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
(No.  24),  and  Si.  Marys  Conference  (No.  25),  of  Trenton,  New 
Jersey,  may  be  mentioned  together  as  being  in  a  good  condition. 
Through  their  efforts  a  third  Conference  has  been  organized,  which 
we  hope  to  name  in  our  next  report.  We  call  attention  to  the  large 
amount  contributed  by  the  members  of  The  Conference  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  (No.  26),  of  Pottsville,  Penna.,  as  their  “  weekly  offerings,” 
and  also  to  their  fine  attendance.  The  President  of  St.  Patrick's 
Conference  (No.  29),  of  Erie,  Penna.,  states  that  the  Jubilee  was 
celebrated  by  a  Retreat  given  by  the  Redemptorist  Fathers,  of 
North  East,  Penna.,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Conference.  He 
writes  as  follows  :  “  On  that  occasion  the  number  who  approached 
the  Sacraments  and  attended  the  sermons  and  holy  exercises  were 
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three  thousand,  of  whom  there  were  several  who  had  not  been  to 
their  duty  in  many  years.  The  wants  of  our  poor  have  proper 
attention,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  their  number  is  not  large  in 
proportion  to  our  population.  We  endeavor  to  inculcate  temperance, 
industry  and  self-reliance  as  an  effectual  remedy  for  poverty  in  this 
country.”  St.  Peter' s  Conference  (No.  30),  of  Wilmington,  Dela¬ 
ware,  shows  a  large  average  attendance.  We  may  remark  here  that 
our  statistics  show  that  this  is  one  of  a  number  of  Conferences 
which  should  increase  their  membership.  The  “weekly  offerings  ” 
by  the  members  of  St.  Peter  s  Confere?ice  (No.  32)  of  Richmond,  Virgi¬ 
nia,  were  very  large.  In  St.  Patrick's  Conference  (No.  33),  of  the  same 
city,  an  excellent  custom  prevails,  which  we  think  is  unique.  The 
President  reads  to  the  Conference  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  carefully 
prepared  statement  of  the  works  of  the  year,  including  incidents  of 
an  exceptional  character,  and  closing  with  recommendations  con¬ 
cerning  matters  wherein  there  is  room  for  improvement  or  new  works 
which  might  be  adopted.  Such  an  address,  we  think,  must  be  much 
more  effectual  than  would  be  extemporaneous  remarks,  perhaps 
unstudied  and  incomplete.  A  copy  has  been  sent  to  us.  Among 
other  matters,  it  states  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  had  visited  the 
Conference  and  assisted  at  the  meeting,  and  further,  that  the 
Council  of  the  Conference,  in  February,  1883,  visited,  in  a  body, 
every  family  on  the  Relief  Roll,  which,  in  two  cases,  resulted  in 
changes  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  persons  relieved.  Wheeling, 
West  Virginia,  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Ohio  River,  the 
waters  of  which  sometimes  rise  to  the  dimensions  of  immense  floods. 
The  President  of  St.  Joseph's  Conference  (No.  34),  of  that  city, 
writes:  “We  are  now  all  busy  in  relieving  the  sufferers  from  the 
flood,  working  in  connection  with  the  General  Committee  of  the 
City.  We  will  have  all  we  can  do  for  the  rest  of  the  winter,  as  there 
will  be,  perhaps,  3,000  or  more  persons  needing  help  for  the  next 
two  months.  The  flood  exceeded  anything  of  the  kind  ever  known 
in  the  Ohio  Valley;  the  water  covered  about  two-thirds  of  Wheel¬ 
ing.”  St.  Patrick' s  Conference  (No.  36),  and  The  Conference  of  the 
Annunciation  (No.  37),  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  are  excellent  Conferences. 
They  limit  themselves  to  their  statistics.  St.  Mary's  Conference 
(No.  42),  of  Natchez,  Mississippi,  sends  an  excellent  report,  and  is 
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also  noted  for  the  large  “  weekly  offerings  ”  of  the  active  members. 
The  President  writes:  “The  interest  and  zeal  of  our  little  Confer¬ 
ence  still  continue,  and  we  feel  some  satisfaction,  in  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  past  two  years,  that  we  have  been  able  with  such  limited 
means  to  relieve  so  much  suffering.  The  spiritual  results,  during 
last  year,  growing  out  of  our  material  benefits,  have  been  the  baptism 
of  four  children  and  two  adults,  while  two  adults  are  under  instruc¬ 
tion  preparatory  to  being  received  into  the  Church.  Our  weekly 
meetings  have  promoted  friendly  relations  among  the  members  of 
the  Conference  and  our  re-unions  are  occasions  of  pleasant  social 
intercourse.”  From  North  Temsical,  California,  comes  the  report 
of  The  Co?iference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  (No.  43).  It  is  entirely 
satisfactory,  but  is  limited  to  its  figures.  We  have  been  informed 
that  a  report  of  The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  (No. 
44),  of  Portland,  Oregon,  was  prepared,  but  we  regret  to  state  that  it 
never  came  to  our  hands.  We  regret  this  all  the  more  for  the  reason 
that  the  Conference  is  entirely  cut  off  from  all  contact  with  other 
branches  of  the  Society,  and  has  encountered  serious  difficulties  of 
a  local  nature,  such,  among  others,  as  frequent  changes  in  its  officers. 
The  present  worthy  President,  who,  we  understand  is  a  native  of 
France,  is  very  zealous,  and  we  hope  that  his  zeal  will  be  soon 
rewarded  by  the  restoration  of  the  Conference  to  its  former  useful¬ 
ness. 

It  is  proper  for  us  to  state  now,  as  heretofore,  that,  in  giving 
extracts  from  letters  and  reports,  we  have  often  departed  from  the 
language  of  those  communications.  We  have  sought  abbreviation 
as  much  as  possible,  and  have  frequently  omitted  details  which, 
though  interesting  to  us,  need  not  be  repeated  in  this  report. 

We  communicate,  whenever  an  opportunity  offers,  with  the  Coun¬ 
cils  of  Brooklyn,  St  Louis  and  New  Orleans,  which  are  united  to  us 
through  the  Council  General  of  Paris. 

We  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir  and  dear  Brother,  your  humble
